Although  EPA's  regulations  state  that  it  has  6 months  to  resolve  a claim,  \we  \will  make  every  effort 
to  respond  to  Gold  King  Mine  release  claims  as  soon  as  possible.  Claims  must  be  presented  to  EPA 

within  two  years  after  the  ciaim  accrues. 

Piease  note  that  a compieted  form  must  state  a claim  for  money  damages  in  a "sum  certain" 
amount  (that  is,  a specific  amount)  claimed  for  personal  injury,  death,  or  injury  to  or  loss  of 
property.  In  addition,  if  a sum  certain  is  not  specified  in  Standard  Form  95  block  12d,  or  in 
accompanying  information,  a submission  cannot  be  considered  a valid  presentation  of  a claim. 

Standard  Form  95  is  used  to  present  claims  against  the  United  States  under  the  Federal  Tort  Claims 
Act  (FTCA)  for  property  damage,  personal  injury,  or  death  allegedly  caused  by  a federal  employee's 
negligence  or  wrongful  act  or  omission  occurring  within  the  scope  of  the  employee's  federal 
employment.  Standard  Form  95  is  not  required  to  present  a claim  under  the  FTCA,  but  it  is  a 
convenient  format  for  supplying  the  information  necessary  to  bring  an  FTCA  claim.
